U.S. Admiral 
Would Back 
Missile Talks

WASHINGTON — The chief of 
naval operations, Admiral Carlisle 
AHL Trost. said Friday he would 
support negotiations to eliminate 
tacucal nuclear weapons al sea pro- 
vided the Soviet Union agreed to 
negotiate on all land- and sea- 
based nuclear weapons that threat- 
en the survivability of American 
aircralt carrier battle groups. 

He was responding to testimony 
earlier this week by Marshal Sergei 
F. Akbromeyev, the senior arms 
contro! adviser τὸ President Mik- 
hail 5, Gorbachev. 

Admiral Trost told a Senate 
Ammed Services subcommittee that 
if the navv “could with proper con- 
fidence™ be assured that no nuclear 
weapons were threatening either 
side's ships at sea “it could be in 
our interest” wo negotiate. 

The operations chief told Sena- 
tor Edward M. Kennedy, Demo- 
crat of Massachuseus, who is chair- 
man of the subcommittee on power 
Projection. that he was pessimistic 
that any such agreement could be 
concluded. 

He said this was due to the for- 
midable obstacles that would have 
to be overcome to verify whether 
warships on the high seas were car- 
rying nuclear weapons. But he 
stressed his view that such an ac- 
cord would improve US. security. 

Admiral Trost’s statements rep- 
resented the most flexible response 
to date from the Bush administra- 
tion 10 Soviet overtures on naval 
arms control. General Colin L. 
Powell, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, this week reiterated 
his ition to such negotiations.

China has released a second batch of 
citizens who were detained uncharged for 
protesting government repression a year 
ago.

J THINK I came closest to giv-
